NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Parched 
New Yorkers were much interested 
today in learning President Cool- 
idge’s views on the methods of Em- 
ory R. Buckner, Federal District 
Attorney, in making the city arid.

Buckner yesterday obtained pad- 
lock agreements with 13 more of 
New York’s wet spots, mostly 
Broadway cabarets. The lights 
were dimmed in the grill and bar- 
room of the Elks Club, a few days 
ago. 

As to President Coolidge’s views, 
Buckner said: “Give. me enough 
judges and I will prosecute every 
violator in New Tork.“

Famous Hotel in Baltimore Closed 
Under Dry Law.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 21.— 
The fixtures of Nixon’s Hotel, Bal- 
timore’s famous old-time hostelry, 
once patronized by Edwin Booth; 
“Diamond Jim” Brady and other 
celebrities, yesterday went under 
the auctioneer’s hammer. Today, 
under a Federal Court order, the 
familiar doors that swing both 
ways will be padlocked and Nixon’s 
will pass into memory. Three of 
its proprietors and a waiter are 
serving jail terms for ‘violation of 
the Volstead act. 

The ancient mahogany bars went 
to an unidentified bidder for $120, 
estimated as less than a tenth of 
their actual value. Fixtures: val- 
ued at $20,000 were bid in at 
$5000. Knickknacks which fell un- 
der the hammer included two au- 
tomobile license plates of Mary- 
land, 1917, with an inscription an- 
nouncing that they had been con- 
fiscated by the State from the auto- 
mobiles of Count von Bernstorff 
and Baron von Swedenecht, the 
German and Austrian Ambassa- 
dors, at the entry of the United 
States into the World War.

Appraisal of Agnostic’s Property 
Filed After 26 Years. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—An ap- 
praisal of the estate of Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll, agnostic and lecturer, 
who died July 21, 1899, at Dobbs 
Ferry, N. Y., was filed yesterday 
with the State Tax Commissioner. 
It showed net assets of $88,398. 
Litigation delayed the appraisal 
since 1899, when Col. Ingersoll be- 
gan suit to collect legal fees from 
the heirs of A. J. Davis, in Butte, 
Mont., which was ultimately car- 
ried to the United States Supreme 
Court by Ingersoll’s heirs, who ob- 
tained. judgment of $10,000.

Swallowed Parasites That. 
He Might Study Disease 


Method to Bring 


Medical Missionary in China Used This 


Intestinal Pest to 


American Laboratory for Study. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 21.— 
Dr. C. H. Barlow, a medical mis- 
slonary in China, risked his life 
tor humanity's sake by swallowing 


32 deadly parasites as he was about 
‘to sall from China as the only 
way to get them to the Johns Hop- 
kins laboratory here. 

The story is told in an article 

published under the caption, “Life 
Cycle of the Humen Intestinal 
Fluke.” in the American Journal 
of Hygiene of the Johns Hopkins 
Schoo! of Hygiene and Public 
Health. 
It details the results of 14 years 
of Dr. Barlow's life devoted to the 
eradication of “fasciolopsiasis,”” a 
disease prevalent in China which 
has claimed millions of victims, es- 
pecially in the densely populated 
Shaoshing district. 

The parasites, or flukes, respon- 
sible for the disease are flat crea- 
tures, sometimes more than an 
inch in size and of a bright red 
color. After carrying his re- 
bearches in China as far as his 
| meager laboratory equipment 
| would permit, Dr. Barlow decided 


(= 


to push them further by coming to 
Johns Hopkins. The problem of 
getting living parasites from China 
to Baltimore was difficult, but Dr. 
Barlow solved it. Taking 32 live 
flukes from the body of a patient, 
he washed them in distilled water 
and drank them. He then boarded 
the steamer for America. He told 
no one what he had done until he 
arrived at Hopkins. 

Since 1911 Dr. Barlow had been 
fighting the disease in the Shao- 
shing district, which covers an area 
of about 1600 square miles, popu- 
lated by more than a million peo- 
ple, heavily infected with fascio- 
lopsiasis. In several villages every 
resident was suffering from the 
disease. 

In 1922 Dr. Barlow deliberately 
infected himself with the disease 
by swallowing 132 cysts containing 
the parasites in an undeveloped 
state. Four months of illness fol- 
lowed. During this time Dr. Bar- 
low recorded each stage and synip- 
tom. Dr. Barlow now is at Ning- 
po, China, where he is trying to 
interest the Chinese in the control 
measures necessary tO stamp out 
the disease.

ST. CHARLES SHERIFF 
CITED FOR CONTEMPT 


Action Result of Freeing Fed- 
eral Prisoner Later Killed 
in Accident. 


Sheriff Grothe of St. Charles 
County today was cited by Federal

The Judge’s citation order was 
made at the request of District At- 
torney Curry, who has inquired 
into the circumstances of the re- 
lease. A Department of Justice in- 
quiry is being conducted, also. The 
District Attorney stated today that 
the situation should have the result 
at least of stopping the practice of 
sending Federal prisoners to St. 
Charles County. 

It was learned at the United 
States Marshal's office today that 
4 card had been received there 
about Nov. 8 from Sheriff Grothe, 
on which it was stated that Woods 
nad been 1 from the jail at 
7:30 p. m., Nov. 1, “because sent to 
Baptist Hospital, rm Louis.” Sheriff 
Grothe told the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday that he himself had accom- 
panied Woods to his home to allow 
Woods to make arrangements for 
effecting release from jail.

the age of 79. 

Sarah Bernhardt, witnessing a 
Clara Morris performance in the 
heyday of her career, exclaimed, 
“That woman is not acting. She's 
suffering.“ Miss Morris said of 
herself a few days before her death, 
“I am the only famous actress who 
had only one husband and never 
knew any family troubles.” 

Miss Morris’ husband, Frederick 
C. Harriott, died in 1914, and, as 
far as is known here, she is not 
survived by any relatives. She 
died at the home-of C. M. Herold. 
She had been living with the Her- 
olds since closing her home two 
months ago. | 

She reached the apex of her 
career in 1875. Twenty years later 
she was forced to retire from the 
stage. In 1908 she and her hus- 
band faced eviction from theér lux- 
urious home, which was saved by 
the generosity of her bfother-in- 
law. For nearly 30 years she had 
suffered from rheumatism, sciatica, 
and almost complete blindness. 

For 20 years she had been con- 
fined to her room. 

During Her active career Clara 
Morris became prominent in emo- 
tional roles and appeared as a star 
in the principal theaters of Amer- 
ica. Among the parts in. which 
she won fame were Camille,“ 
Altre,“ and “Miss Multon.” She 
appeared as “Merey Merrick” in 
“The.

Nothing could be more practical and impressive 
than the agreement of these clergymen, representing 
the Catholic, Protestant and Jewish faiths, to direct 
the publication of a “tolerance” edition of the Minne- 
apolis Daily Star Nov. 24. This newspaper has a 
circulation of over 57,000, but the value of the experi- 
ment will be greatly augmented by the publicity 
which will follow in the press all over the country. 

The editors of this edition will be Rev. James 
Reardon, pastor of. the Catholic pro-Cathedral; Dr. 
C. David Matt, rabbi of a Jewish synagogue; Rev. G. 
K. Stark, pastor of a Scandinavian Lutheran church; 
Rey. Harry P. Dewey, pastor of a Presbyterian 
church, and Rev. Roy L. Smith, pastor of a Methodist 
church. Each will furnish a signed editorial on a 
subject of his own choosing, but in each instance the 
writer will take space to denounce intolerance of 
other religious faiths. And the entire newspaper of 
that day will be under their supervision. 

Such an object lesson as this was needed, because,

: I can conceive of nothing that we could do 
b which involves assuming so few obligations on 
our part, that would be likely to prove of so 
much value to the world. Beyond its practical 
effect, which might be somewhat small, it would 
have a sentimental effect, which would be tre- 
mendous. It would be public notice that the 
enormous influences of our country were to be 
cast upon the side of the enlightening processes 
of civilization. It would be the beginning of a 
new world spirit. 

The President's argument is unanswerable. There 
is ample evidence of the rapid growth of sentiment 
among all elements of the American people in favor 
of participation in the court. The movement is na- 
tion-wide. The outspoken declaration of President 
Coolidge will strengthen this sentiment. Already 
there are echoes of his expression of opinion from 
Republican leaders and Republican organizations. 

We believe the time is ripe for a vigorous cam- 
paign and a signal victory. It will be a victory not 
only for liberal and progressive action and for 
American ideals, but for civilization.

| Conscience or the Constitution? 


Dr. Snider, happily still with us, 
an active octogenarian still . en- 
gaged in literary work, feels that 
this situation gives new interest to 
his early novel; hence the reissue.

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Ruth Suckow’s New Novel, The Odyssey of a Nice Girl,” | 
a True Picture of Average People in an Average Town: 
Dr. Collins Looks at Biography and Punches Its Ribs; 
Gamaliel Bradford Dissects Wives of Seven Noted Men. 


REVIEWS BY ROBERTUS LOVE. 
ITHOUT leaving my desk in St. Louis I have 
visited this week a small town in Iowa named 
Buena Vista and taken trips to Boston, Chi- 
cago and Denver. Miss Ruth Suckow of Earlville, 
Ia., entertained me at each place. Most of my out- 
ing was spent at Buena Vista, where the Schoessels 
lived until some of them died and the others moved 
to Denver. Marjorie Schoessel met an automobile 
tire salesman in Denver and married him, which 
event was the end of “‘The Odyssey of a Nice Girl,” 
Ruth Suckow’s new novel published by Alfred A. 
Knopf, who brought out last year her first novel, 
“Country People.” a 

The reading of this new book was ea thrilling ex- 
cursion into fiction that depicts life as life is lived. 
My notion is that the average human being is more 
deeply interested in the average human being than 
in human beings who are either subnormal or 
supernormal. All of the human beings in this book 
are average human beings. The Schoessels are an 
ordinary family in an ordinary town of the Middle 
West. Marjorie, to be sure, imagines herself to be 
something out of the ordinary, but she isn’t. She's 
just a “nice” girl, as most girls are. She has dreams 
of rising above her surroundings, defeating her en- 
vironment, proving herself different, as probably 
most girls have. She fails to fulfill her dreams, as 
most girls fail. She is too nice“ to kick out vio- 
lently over the traces, as most girls are. She mar- 
ries a “nice” fellow at last—nice enough—as most 
girls do, or hope to do. 3 

But where's the thrill, do you ask? ‘The thrill is 
in the intimate acquaintance the reader makes with 
a number of nice-enough people—not persons, mind 
you. They are all just the common, ordinary peo- 
ple you meet almost any day, in almost any town. 
At Buena Vista you meet the pupils in the high 
school, boys and girls growing up, studying some. 
larking a little and eparking a lot. You meet Papa 
Schoessel, faithful and fine, in the furniture and 
funeral line; and Hummer, who helps in the em- 
balming and the burying and is a-jolly soul never- 
theless. You meet all sorts of nice-enough people, 
average, ordinary, neither brilliant nor dumb, jum, 
doing a 50-50 trot from cradle to coffin. Most of us. 
don’t you know, are like that, even though some of 
us may affect to be otherwise. 


HEN tn Boston, whither Marjorie goes to take a 
T course in a echool of expression, you meet Emily 

Reever, who rebels against the commonplacs 
and almost—not quite—induces Marjorie to enlist in 
her rebellion. Marjorie is a bit too nice to go the 
whole route with Emily; and Emily herself really 
never goes it—she gets pneumonia and is shipped 
back out West on the doctor’s orders instead of 
sailing {n the steerage for Europe and the great 
adventure. Emily is different“ for # fle, but the 
law of the average swings her back into line. Few 
persons ever beat that stern law. 

In the United States there are about 100,000,600 of 
just such people as you meet at Buena Vista, Ia. 
Te others don't count, for the average 100,000,000, 
not being very nice—or possibly too nice. If you 
don’t find yourself, or at any rate some of your own 
folks, done to the life in this book, then very likely 
you are not very nice yourself. — 

The jacket describes this as a “finely ironic book,” 
but I am unable to see it in that sense. To me it is 
a finely honest book, the most faithful picture of 
life in an average town that I recall having read 
since I learned my A B C lesson in an average town 
some years back. The average human being should 
get a lot of entertainment out of “The Odyssey of a 
Nice Girl.“ which is a work of fiction very far above 
the average from page 7, where the chronicle begins 
to page 364, where it ends. It neither flags nor sags 
anywhere, nor does it shriek or whimper. Ruth 
Suckow knows how to write. She has something to 
write, too. This novel is worth more than a hun- 
dred of. the fiction flivverings touted by sophisticated 
professional or journeyman critics as works of art. 
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HY spend money to buy all the new biogra- 
W phies when You can call in the doctor and 
have him feel the pulse of the departed great 
or near-great and tell you what's the matter? Here 
now is a hefty red volume from the Doran press 
which impresses me as 0 of the most significant 
books of the season, one which should survive sev- 
eral seasons upon a handy shelf in the home library. 
“The Doctor Looks at Biography” is by Joseph Col- 
lins, M. D. Psychological Studies in Life and Let- 
ters” is subtitle. Dr. Collins already ‘has looked at 
literature and taken its pulse. “The Doctor Looks 
at Literature” and “Taking the Literary Pulse” are 
books that still appeal. 

The new work is rather à thriller. Not only loes 
the doctor look at biography—he strips off its du4s 
and beats it on the back, thumps it on the chest, 
punches it between the ribs, does almost a chiro- 
practic exercise up and down its backbone. No less 
than 55 recent biographies are looked at here and 
otherwise observed by this doctor, beginning with 
Sherwood Anderson's autoblography and eailing 
with Yang Kuei-Fel, who seems to have deen a 
famous fémale beauty of the eighth century and 
whose tragic life tale is written by Mrs. Shy-Chiung. 
I never heard of either lady, nor of the book, but 1 
learn here that Yang Kuei-Fei “held in her Iifly- 
white hand the fate of the Empire and, aided by 
her beauty and her ambition, she climbed to the 
high position of Emperor’s favorite concubine.” But 
she d about 1200 years age and is too remote to 
eng enthusiasm now. 

Apparently Dr. Collins has been reading an aver- 
age of one biography a week for the past year. No- 
body (granting he has the time) can be more pleas- 
antliy employed, for blography makes the very best 
reading to be found. Says Dr. Collings, “Biography 
is the story of a life, told by the man who lived it 
or by the student of it. ° Biography strives 
to make the subject as real as a character in fiction; 
actually, it makes him as real as life. This, of 
course, applies to good biography. 2 

This preliminary essay on “Biography and Auto- 
biography” is a piquant appetizer for the feast that 
follows. Scalpel and etiletto both are used by the 
doctor. In some of the subsequent chapters he uses 
the mace. With comment caustic or kindly upon so 
many shining names, whet chance has a reviewer 
with a few lines of space to give this bristling bock 
adequate notice? A casual swipe at almost any page

ordinarily, in the event that we write our lives or

In the section devoted to American writers Dr. 
Collins says: “The immortality of Poe, Whitman 
and Mark Twain would seem to be assured. Other 
names have been on the roster long enough to make 
it fairly certain that they also will be chosen, but 
Hawthorne’s reputation wanes as Melville’s en- 
hances. Edwin Robinson a generation hence may 
have greater renown than Longfellow, and William 
James may be quoted when Emerson is forgotten.” 
Very likely, but not till then—ag to James. As to 
Robinson, the “may” is a safe little word. Our fam- 
ily doctor here is cautious, as you see. 


R. COLLINS finds that Mark Twain “had a sim- 
D ple heart and an intricate soul. None of his 
_ writings reveals it as does his autobiography. It 
is as unlike the customary autobiography as Mark 
Twain was unlike the average man.” Mark Twain 
is diagnosed as à philosopher, a man of culture, 
and fundamentally a poet.” If he had said “funda- 
mentally a pessimist“ and then added that Mark 
Twain was a pessimist with eminently polite man- 
ners, the doctor would have been closer to the cor- 
rect diagnosis. 

Of Thoreau we read here: “He was difficult to 
approach, more difficult to companion, impossible 
to love, and hard to admire.” Who was it that said, 
“You can't help liking Henry, but you can't love 


him,” or words similar? “Death took the offense 
out of his egotism,” says Dr. Collins, the meaning- 
lessness out of his paradoxes, the repulsion out of 
his self-sufficiency. . . . Time pales his pecu- 
Haritles and limitations, and tints his possessions 
and virtues.” 

Of another celebrity one may be surprised—al- 
most shocked—to read: “The great defect in the 
‘makeup of Henry James was in the amatory side of 
his nature. His amatory co-efficient was compara- 
tively low; his gonadal sweep was narrow. 
It is a measureless impediment, inability to fall in 
love.” Admitted, Doctor, without pause or parley. 

Dr. Collins prognoses James as “one who would 
have been the greatest literary figure that ever came 
out of America” jf only the man had possessed the 
ability to fall in love. That low amatory co-efficient, 
that narrow gonadal] sweep—alas! Anatole France, 
the doctor tells us incidentally, had plenty of the 
aweep, and to spare, whilst Goethe's amatory co- 
efficient was high enough to supply at least four 
superlative geniuses, Dr. Collins talks by the book, 
as to Henry James, for he attended the distinguished 
author as a physician when James was suffering 
from the arterial disease to which finally he suc- 
cumbed. “He put himself under my professional | 
care and I saw him at cloge range nearly every day 
for two months, and talked with him, or listened to 
him, on countless subjects.” 

Surely it is worth while to be able to physiologize 
a patient before attempting to psychologize him. 
Dr. Collins, consequently, has an advantage over 
most of us; or would you say he has the power 
of putting any of us to a disadvantage as understood 


get them written by others? Psychologizing a 
celebrity is an overdone business these days, but Dr. 
Collins so tempers his psychology with physiology 
that- his present book stands out as a new achieve- 
ment, without parallel in its field. Poets, pugilists, 
editors, artists, musicians, statesmen, educators, 
actors, preachers, warriors—all go under the knife 
in this “clinic of great mien and women.” Dr. Col- 
lins has read very widely outside his profession and 
his kept his mental digestion unimpaired.

Biaine. Each of these women lives in history as the 
wife of a man of outstanding distinction, save Theo- 
dosia, whose name is remembered chiefly because of 
her father. Mr. Bradford has done a fine service in 
depicting the characters of these wives who were 
thrust into the surge of huge events without their 
own conscious connivance, 

Mrs, Lincoln probably was the most ambitious of 
the stlected seven. She married Abraham largely 
because she believed that he had in him the mak- 
ings of a great and famous man. Mary Todd pined 
to shine, and she chose the unhandsome Abraham 
out of all the Springfield set as the man in whose 
reflected light she might shine most bright!y. She 
did not, of course, foresee the Civi]) War and the 
paramount place in the history of that struggle 
which her husband was to occupy. Events lifted 
Mrs. Lincoln into a far more brilliant dazzle than 
she dreamed of in her most ambitious moments. 
That she made a rather sorry figure when the light 


was turned on in full glare ig not to be interpreted 


as insinuating that she lacked certain qualities of 
womanliness which we are happy to find in the 
wives of great men. Her husband was a difficult 
person, from the viewpoint of ordinary matrimony, 
and Mary had a hard time managing Abe. To com- 
plete the circle of frank statement, Abe also had a 
hard time managing Mary. 

Mr. Bradford makes out a somewhat prettier 
picture of Mrs. Lincoln than some earlier writers 
have painted. This sketch probably will be read 
more generally than will any of the others, though 
all deserve perusal. The paper on the lovely Theo- 
dosia Burr is enticing. The tribulations of the beau- 
tiful young wife of Benedict Arnold are set forth in 
tragic detail, with happler episodes that relieve the 
tragedy. Ben Butler’s wife and the mate of Ben's 
inveterate enemy, Jefferson Davia, are depicted as 
women of extraordinary devotion: to their husbands’
